TWO SUSPECTS ARRESTED

Saturday’s session of the constitutional 
convention was the reading of a letter 
addressed to President Murray by W. 
J. Bryan, setting forth what he re­ 
garded as the most potent bo go in 
Oklahoma's constitution. Such advice 
is in lieu of the distinguished Nebrask­ 
an's presence to make en' address, 
asked for bf the convention (the first 
week of the session. 
u / 
He recommends a liberal hill of 
rights, freedom of both 
and 
press. He flavors jury trials in equity 
eases as WSB as law and prefers a ver­ 
dict by two-ferris. While the jury is 
composed of persons not interested in 
the 
cause, readings of newspapers 
should not be a bar to jury terries, as 
more injury is liable to result from 
persons too Agnosnnt to send. papers. 
His plan excludes the professional juror 
and extends the service of jury to con­ 
tempt proceeders when contempt has 
been committedoutside the court room, 
which he insists is the real point at 
issue in the controversy over what is 
known as government by injunction. 
In urging the right of local self gov­ 
ernment 
he warns the constitution 
makers against the tendency of re­ 
moving authority from the community 
lo some remote official. 
He suggests 
fia t elections be scrupulously guarded, 
and no better security has yet been 
found than a law giving each party 
representation on all election boards, 
the cost of elections thrown on the 
community rather than the candidates 
and parties and for the direct primary 
in place of the convention in choosing 
candidates. 
He favors initiative and referendum 
and the right of recall for communities 
and counties. He suggests a board of 
corporations, composed of a number of 
state officers; that no corporation be

Lawton, Ok., Dec. IG.— A two-inch 
snow visited Lawton today, melting ra­ 
pidly. Tonight is the most disagreeable 
of the winter. Southwest Oklahoma is 
threatened with a coal famine. Cache 
and Headrick merchants are out of coal 


while Lawton, Mangum and Snyder 
have but a few cars. Farmers at Man­ 
gum have confiscated coal, emptying an 
entire car against the protest of the 
railroad agent, and deposited the mon­ 
ey for it in bank. The situation is 
growing worse, as little coal is in tran­ 
sit.

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BIXBY CHARGES MAY QUEER 


REMOVAL OF RESTRICTIONS 


Washington, Dec. 17. —In addition to 
the allegation of fraud in the disposition 
of the town lots in Muskogee and other 
towns of the Creek Nation, M. L. Mott, 
attorney for the Creeks, has made char­ 
ges against Commissioner Bixby’s ad­ 
ministration that will undoubtedly lead 
to an investigation Mr. Mott's charg­ 
es, it is understood, include the town­ 
let matters upon which William Dudley 
Foulke, whom Secreary Hitchcock sent 
to the Territory, has made a report, 
but they embrace the general conduct 
of affairs by Commissioner Bixby and 
demand his dismissal. 
Mr. Foulke’s report, which has not 
been made public, concurs with Mr. 
Mott’s charges, it is said. It is charged 
that, by evasion and violation of law, 
town lots to the value af $4*000,000, or 
$5,000,000 have been acquired by a few 
parties in Muskogee alone, and that the 
same thing has been done in other 
towns of that Nations, though on a 
smaller scale. The law permits a white 
man resident there to buy four acres in j 
town lots from land segregated for 
townsite purposes, but restricts him to 
that area. 
A few men. it is charged, have used 
dummies, some of whom have never 
even resided in the Territory, to pur­ 
chase and then have them t ransfer their 
purchases, and acquired hundreds of 
these lots. One man, it is asserted in 
the charges, has acquired more than 
600 of these lots, and officers of a trust 
and land company, of which Mr. Bixby 
is said formerly to have been a direct­ 
or, are also said to have accumulated 


many of these lots. 
The charges which Mr. Mott made 
have been examined by Indian Commis­ 
sioner Leupp and are now in the hands 
of Secretary Hitchcock. What indorse­ 
ment Mr. Leupp made on them can not 
be learned, but he is reported to have 
recommended that Mr. Bixby be called 
on at once for a statement. 
It is believed that these charges will 
quite destroy whatever little chance 
there may have been to have the re­ 
strictions removed on any part of the 
Indian lands, during this session of 
Congress at least. There was not much 
likelihood that this would be done in 
any event, though the committee which 
went to the Territory favors it. 
There 
are men in the Senate determined to 
take advantage of the shortness of the 
session to block it.
